The first resolution provides that 
on and after July I, 1923 the state 
teachers’ colleges are authorized to

school. East Central 
has

tion beginning next year. Mr. John 
Zimmerman and Miss Stella "Watson 
will be in charge of the department.

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A good story comes from Russia of how socialism vs 
individualism works out in actual practice. It is said that the 
printers who turned out the paper money for the government 
demanded an increase in wages. This was denied them and 
they asked that they be permitted to work an extra hour 
every day for themselves, they to receive for their own use 
the money printed in that hour. This was agreed to with the 
proviso that no bills larger than IOO rubles be printed during 
that hour. However, it was not long until it was found that 
the printers were turning out more money during the hour 
that was their own than they did the entire eight hours they* 
did the entire eight hours they worked for the government. 
It made a difference whether they we’re working for them­ 
selves or for the public. 


Advocates af the doctrine of protection point gleefully to 
the enormous revenues that are coming in from the Republi­ 
can tariff law.
